Edmontonians are being re 
minded to buckle up, slow 
down and focus on the road. 

There have been 28 fatal 
collisions on Edmonton roads 
this year compared to 16 at this 
time last year and a total of 20 
road fatalities in 2011. 

“We need people to talce 
chaise of their own life here,” 
said Staff Sgt. Barry Maron of 
the Edmonton Police Services 
traffic section. 

Excessive speed, use of alco¬ 
hol, not wearing a seat belt and 


distracted driving are all con¬ 
tributing to collisions on city 
roads, Maron said. 

“People not paying atten¬ 
tion is the root cause,” he said. 

“If people in their vehicles 
focused solely on the act of 
driving and getting from where 
they are to their destination, 
we would not be having colli¬ 
sions.” 

With high fatal-collision 


rates and more than two 
months left in the year, Maron 
also encouraged citizens to pre 
pare for upcoming snowfalls 
before they hit. 

The officer said 99 per cent 
of traffic collisions are “abso¬ 
lutely preventable.” 

“You don’t have to get your 
car smashed up, you don’t have 
to go to the hospital.... This is 
preventable.”

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Omnibus budget changes. 
Big bill tables widespread 
revisions and reductions 


The latest omnibus budget bill 
from the Harper government 
makes changes to ever 3 ^thing 
from the Indian Act and the 
Canadian Labour Code to the 
Canada Shipping Act. 

The bill kills off independ¬ 
ent tribimals that examined 
things such as hazardous ma¬ 
terials in the worlqilace and set 
the rates for employment insur¬ 
ance premiums, while making 
workers pay taxes on their em¬ 
ployers’ contributions to group 
health and accident insurance 
plans. 

It also sharply reduces pro¬ 
ject approvals required imder 
the Navigable Waters Protec¬ 
tion Act, sets time hmits on 
worker complaints imder 
the Canada Labour Code and 
makes additional changes to 
an Environmental Assessment 
Act that was essentially rewrit¬ 
ten by the Conservative govern¬ 
ment last spring. 

It lays out a whole new act 
for the building of a new bridge 
from Windsor, Ont., to Detroit, 
while exempting the project 
from “a number of federal laws 
under which permits, approv¬ 
als or authorizations would 
normally be required.” 

The bill — the second of

two massive implementation

Ex-city planner admits to 
$600K in cash kickbacks at 
Qiarbonneau Commission 



Montreal corruption. 

Retired engineer 
linked to at least 90 
construction contracts 
in which he took a slice 
of the earnings 


A retired City of Montreal en¬ 
gineer says he collected more 
than $600,000 in cash kick- 
backs from construction com¬ 
panies over nearly 20 years. 

Gilles Surprenant took the 
stand at the Charbonneau 
Commission on Thursday, fol¬ 
lowing eight days of headline¬ 
grabbing testimony by ex-con¬ 
struction boss Lino Zambito. 

Zambito alleged that Sur¬ 
prenant, a chief city planner 
for many years who prepared 
plans and budgets for pubhc- 
works projects, skimmed one 
per cent for himself on certain 
contracts. 

Surprenant did not discuss 
the one per cent but admitted 


his first “cut” was an envelope 
containing $3,000 or $4,000 
that he received from an entre¬ 
preneur in 1991 for a contract 
he helped pass at city hall. 

“You take the envelope, you 
put it in your pocket and it’s 
‘Thank you, goodbye,”’ Surpre¬ 
nant recalled from that first ex¬ 
perience. “You don’t anticipate 
what else can happen down 
the road.” 

But it would happen again. 
Inquuy investigators have 
identified at least 90 contracts 
where Surprenant got a piece 
of the pie over the years. And 
commission lawyer Denis Gal¬ 
lant said it proved a regular oc¬ 
currence between 2000 and his 
retirement in 2009. 

But Surprenant said he was 
always uncomfortable tak¬ 
ing the kickbacks and wasn’t 
even sure what to do with the 
money. 

He said he enjoyed a com¬ 
fortable life on his $80,000 an¬ 
nual salary and wanted to keep 
a low profile. He’s hved in the 
same house since 1982 and 


never wanted a condominium, 
a boat or a flashy car. 

He ultimately found other 
ways to spend the cash, saying 
he blew about one-half of it at 
the Montreal Casino. 

“It was my way of putting 
this money back into the cof¬ 
fers of the state,” Surprenant 
said. 

About $150,000 went to 
help a construction company 
that needed financial help. 


Some money was also spent on 
different things for his three 
children. 

As for the roughly $123,000 
that remained of the cash, Sur¬ 
prenant said he gave it to in¬ 
quiry investigators in August, 
adding that it brought him a 
great sense of relief 

“I was glad to get rid of the 
money,” Surprenant said. “This 
money was just bad mem¬ 
ories.”

Terror sting. Undercover 
agent intervenes with 
FBI team after 21-year- 
old's alleged plan to 
blow up Federal Reserve 


A Bangladeshi man snared in 
an FBI terror sting considered 
targeting U.S. President Barack 
Obama before settling on a 
car-bomb attack on the Federal 
Reserve in New York City, a law- 
enforcement ofiBcial told The 
Associated Press on Thursday. 

The official, who was not 
authorized to speak publicly 
about the investigation and 
talked to The Associated Press 
on condition of anonymity, 
stressed that the suspect never 
got beyond the discussion 
stage. 

In a September meeting 
with an imdercover agent pos¬ 
ing as a fellow jihadist, Quazi 
Mohammad Rezwanul Ahsan 
Nafis explained he chose the 
Federal Reserve as his car- 
bomb target “for operational 


reasons,” according to a crim¬ 
inal complaint. Nafis also indi¬ 
cated he knew that choice 
would “cause a large number 
of civilian casualties, includ¬ 
ing women and children,” the 
complaint said. He had also 
considered the New York Stock 
Exchange as a target. The bomb 
was phoney, but authorities al¬ 
leged that Nafis’s admiration 
of Osama bm Laden and aspira¬ 
tions for martyrdom were not. 

FBI agents grabbed the 


21-year-old Nafis — armed with 
a ceUphone he beheved was 
rigged as a detonator—after he 
made several attempts to blow 
up a fake 1,000-poimd bomb 
inside a vehicle parked next to 
the Federal Reserve Wednesday 
m lower Manhattan, the com¬ 
plaint said. 

Nafis is a banker’s son from 
a middle-class neighbourhood, 
and family members said 
Thursday they were stunned by 
his arrest, the assoqated press

Peace in Colombia? 


Talks in Oslo mark 
the first in 10 years 

Colombia’s first peace talks 
in a decade were inaugur¬ 
ated a half a world away on 
Thursday with a demonstra¬ 
tion of just how differently 
the government and a rebel 
group view their nearly half- 
centuiy-old conflict. 

The Oslo talks were brief, 
s 3 mibolic, largely perfunc¬ 
tory and held at a secret 
venue. They lasted seven 
hours and were followed by 


word that substantive talks 
will begin Nov. 15 in the 
Cuban capital of Havana and 
will first tackle “comprehen¬ 
sive agrarian development.”

Cut the phone 
chatter, some 
restaurants 
tell diners 



Taking on the digital 
crowd. Owners 
split over the use of 
cellphones in their 
restaurants 


The digital divide is wider 
than ever between diners 
who talk, tweet and snap 
pictures mid-meal and those 
who wish they’d just shut up, 
shut down and be present. 

Caught at the centre of the 
discord are restaurant owners 
and chefs, who must walk the 
careful line of good customer 
service for both those who 
dine under the influence of 
smart phones, and those who 
won’t. But as the devices have 
morphed into an unrelenting 
appendage for texting, pho¬ 
tography and games, more 
restaurateurs are challenged 
to keep the peace. 

Owners who once relied 
mostly on “No Cellphones, 
Please” signs, increasingly 
are experimenting with 
everything from penalties 
for using phones, discounts 
for not and outright bans on 
photography. 

“There’s no place to get 
away from the chatter,” said 
Julie Liberty of Miami, who 
started the Facebook page 
“Ban Cell Phones From Res¬ 
taurants” earlier this year. 


“Everything has a sound¬ 
track, including when you go 
into the ladies room. That’s 
just not right.” 

Some restaurateurs go 
with the digital flow. Sara- 
beth Levine, of New York City- 
based Sarabeth’s, said she’s 
perfectly fine with people 
chatting, pla 3 dng games or 
even taking pictures. It’s free 
advertising, after all. 

“I’m happy to have our 
customers,” Levine said. 
“They come, they tweet, they 
Facebook, they bring their 
children. It’s high energy to 
begin with. I mean, people 
are noisy even in the way 
they speak today.” 

Other restaurants go as far 
as to bar picture taking, like 
David Chang’s Ko in Manhat¬ 
tan. 

Others take a middle 
ground, like the high-end 
Washington, D.C., restaurant 
Rogue 24, where hostesses 
politely tell guests that if they 
do take pictures, please do so 
without a distracting flash. 

“I mean, you can’t fight 
it,” said owner R. J. Cooper. 
“Why fight a losing battle?” 

Already, about one in five

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Scout "perversion files’ made public 


Alleged abuse. 

Thousands of pages of 
documented sex-abuse 
allegations involving 
the Boy scouts were 
released Thursday 


U.S. Boy Scout leaders, po¬ 
lice officials, prosecutors 
and mayors helped hush up 
numerous child sex-abuse 


allegations against scout¬ 
masters and other volun¬ 
teers, according to details 
in a trove of nearly 15,000 
pages of so-called “perver¬ 
sion files” compiled by the 
Scouts from 1959 to the 
mid-1980s. 

Portland attorney Kelly 
Clark released the files on 
Thursday online. 

The Associated Press ob¬ 
tained copies of the files 
weeks in advance and con¬ 


ducted an extensive review 
of them. 

The files document al¬ 
legations of sex abuse by 
Scouting volunteers across 
the country. The Scouts 
have been collecting the 
documents since the early 
1900s and continue to do so. 

At a news conference, 
Clark blasted the Boy Scouts 
for their continuing legal 
battles to try to keep the foil 
collection of files secret. 


“You do not keep secrets 
hidden about dangers to 
children,” said Clark, who in 
2010 won a landmark law¬ 
suit against the Boy Scouts 
on behalf of a plaintiff who 
was molested by an assistant 
scoutmaster in the 1980s. 

Clark’s colleague, Paul 
Mones, said the files in the 
Portland case represent “the 
pain and anguish of thou¬ 
sands of Scouts” who were 
abused by Scout leaders. 


The two attorneys were re¬ 
leasing all 14,500 documents 
used in the Portland case at 
their website: kellyclarkattor- 
ney.com. 

Clark has been in pos¬ 
session of the files since he 
represented a Portland man 
who was abused by his assist¬ 
ant scoutmaster in the 1980s. 
That lawsuit culminated in 
a jury finding in his client’s 
favour in 2010.

Astral. BCE wants Ottawa 
to overturn CRTC decision 


BCE Inc. will call on the fed¬ 
eral Cabinet to intervene after 
the broadcast regulator gave 
an unequivocal thumbs down 
to its takeover of Astral Media 
on Thursday, declaring in no 
imcertain terms the $3.4-bil- 
lion deal was not good for Can¬ 
adians. 

The surprise decision by 
the CRTC was annoimced 
after stock markets closed and 
marked the first major ruling 
for newly installed Commis¬ 
sioner Jean-Pierre Blais. 

Not only did Blais, who took 
over in late June, turn down 
one of the biggest takeovers 
ever submitted to the Canadian 
Radio-television and Telecom- 
mimications Commission, he 
left httle doubt about where 
he stood, or how he would re¬ 
spond should BCE return with 
a modified but essentially simi¬ 
lar proposal. 

“This transaction would 
have resulted in an impreced- 
ented level of concentration 
in the Canadian marketplace 
and we had grave concerns 
that BCE would be able to use

Telecom analyst lain Grant, noting the 
CRTC hasn’t delivered a ruling of this 
magnitude since 1992, when it approved 
competition for long-distance calling 

its market power in an imfair 
manner and engage in imcom- 
petitive behaviour,” he said. 

“Simply put, this was not a 
good deal for Canadians” that 
could have restricted choice 
and raised prices of services, he 
added. 

Bell said late Thursday 
that it was “shocked” and “ap¬ 
palled” by the decision, adding 
that it will ask the federal Cab¬ 
inet to “issue direction to CRTC 
to follow its own regulatory 
policy.”

Newsweek will end 
print run on Dec. 31 



Publishing. Venerable 
news mag is switching 
to digital format, with 
staff cuts expected 


Newsweek will end its print 
pubhcation after 80 years and 
shift to an all-digital format in 
early 2013. 

Its last U.S. print edition will 
be its Dec. 31 issue. The paper 
version of Newsweek is the 
latest casualty of a changing 
world where readers get more 
of their information from web¬ 
sites, tablets and smartphones. 
It’s also an environment in 
which advertisers are looking 
for less expensive alternatives 
online. 

Newsweeklies have been in 
an especially tough spot at a 
time when people don’t want 
to wait a week to read commen¬ 
tary and news digests of big 
stories, given a flood of instant 


content available online. 

The aimoimcement of the 
change was made Thursday by 
Tina Brown, editor-in-chief and 
foimder of the Newsweek Daily 
Beast Co, and Baba Shetty, its 
CEO. Job cuts are expected. 

“In our judgment, we have 
reached a tipping point at 
which we can most efficiently 
and effectively reach our read¬ 


ers in all-digital format,” Brown 
and Shetty said on The Daily 
Beast website. 

Newsweek’s decision does 
not come as a surprise. Bany 
Diller, the head of the com¬ 
pany that owns Newsweek, an¬ 
noimced in July that the publi¬ 
cation was examining its foture 
as a weekly print magazine.

U.K. appeal court 
agrees iPad is 
hipperthan 
Samsung tablet 

Britain’s Court of Appeal 
has affirmed a lower-court 
ruling that Samsung’s Gal¬ 
axy tablet computer is “not 
as cool” as Apple’s iPad and 
therefore doesn’t infringe 
Apple’s rights. 

The issue in the case 
was whether Samsung in- 
fnnged on the design Apple 
registered in 2004. The 
lower court in July declared 
Galaxy computers “do not 
have the same understated 
and extreme simplicity 
which is possessed by the 
Apple design. They are not 
as cool.” The appeal-court 
justices ordered Apple to 
publicize their decision.

The Chinese company suing 
President Barack Obama 
for blocking its planned 
wind farm projects in Ore¬ 
gon accused the U.S. leader 
and his government of dis¬ 
crimination Thursday and 
warned that the case would 
deter Chinese investment 
in the United States. 

Last month, Obama 
blocked Ralls Corp.’s plan 
to build four wind farms 
near a U.S. navy base, after 
the Committee on Foreign 
Investment in the United 
States concluded it posed 
security risks. It was the 
first time a U.S. president 
stepped in to halt such a 
foreign business deal for 
national-security reasons 
since 1990, when President 
George H.W. Bush scuttled 
the sale of a manufacturer 


to a Chinese agency. 

Chinese construction 
machinery giant Sany de¬ 
nied that the project posed 
security risks and said U.S. 
officials were discriminat¬ 
ing against the company be¬ 
cause it was Chinese. 

It filed a lawsuit against 
the U.S. government last 
month and added Obama’s 
name as a defendant later. 
U.S. officials have said the 
case has no merit and that 
they will “vigorously” de¬ 
fend against it. 

The CEO of affiliated 
company Ralls Corp., Wu 
Jialiang, said at a Beijing 
news conference Thursday 
that China’s government 
could retaliate against 
American companies and 
that Sany “would never do 
anything that threatens U.S.

sure a werewolf isn’t going 
to attack me on the walk 
home. Two werewolf faves 
are Cure of the Werewolf 
with Oliver Reed and Gin¬ 
ger Snaps, which takes a 
bite out of the usual lycan- 
thrope myth, spinning it as 
a teenage girl coming-of-age 
story. Are there any fiction¬ 
al creatures that get to you? 

MB: Well I wouldn’t want to 
meet Leatherface in a dark 
alley; in fact, I wouldn’t 
want to meet him at the 
Four Seasons for smart 
drinks either. But one kind 
of horror film that does 
creep me out is the “home 
invasion” movie. I’m think¬ 
ing of Funny Games (both 
European and U.S. ver¬ 
sions), The Strangers, even 
the paint-by-numbers Nic 
Gage vehicle Trespass gets 
under my skin. Because 
this stuff actually happens, 
y’know?

Cloud Atlas, the new movie co¬ 
directed by Matrix filmmakers 
the Wachowslri Siblings and 
Tom “Rim, Lola, Rim” Tykwer, 
is a sprawling story about the 
intercormectedness of human¬ 
kind. To illustrate how we are 
linked the directors took the 
unique tactic of assigning mul¬ 
tiple roles to the entire cast, 
including stars Tom Hanks and 
Halle Berry. 

Hugo Weaving, the Aus¬ 
tralian actor of Matrix Trilogy 
Agent Smith fame, for instance, 
plays everything from a hired- 
gun assassin to an evil spirit to 
a female nurse (which he based 
on Nurse Ratched from One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest) 
and more.

“I was completely thrilled 
at embracing the idea of it,” he 
says. “When they told me the 
idea originally, ‘We want you to 
be one character in each story¬ 
line and at this stage we’re call¬ 
ing him the antagonist,’ it was 
a big thrill. If an idea grabs you 
in the gut, it is something you 
should definitely do.” 

Gut feeling aside, juggling 
six roles presented challenges 
during the shoot. 

“Right from the go the stor¬ 
ies weren’t going to be shot in 
the same block,” he says. 

“We would do elements of 
certain stories in certain loca¬ 
tions. If most of a particular 
story took place on one set 
of course you would tend to 
shoot most of that story be¬ 
fore moving on to the other,” 
he says, “but there was one 
time I had five characters in 
a week.” 

The unusual approach, he 
says, gives the film “a sense of 
playfulness that it wouldn’t 
otherwise have.”

From playing a former 1960s 
radical on the run in the Com¬ 
pany You Keep to guest-starring 
as a former middle school 
teacher out of jail and still ro¬ 
mancing a former student in 30 
Rock, Susan Sarandon hkes to 
keep things interesting. So nat- 
urahy she was eager to join the 
company of Cloud Atlas, play¬ 
ing four different characters for 
directors Lana and Andy Wa- 
chowslri and Tom Tykwer. The 
experience was, as Sarandon 
puts it, “like joining the circus.” 

What was the draw for you to 
take on all of these roles? 

I just love the Wachowskis, 
and I had met Tom before 
when I was doing Speed Racer. 
Actually, they gave me the 
book as a parting gift at that 
time and I loved the book, 
and I wasn’t thinking about it 
being made into a movie, but 
when they got it all together 
years later and said, “We miss 
you, come spend some time 
with us and play in Berlin,” 
even without knowing what 
they wanted me to do I knew 
that it was something that I 
could bear to talk about for 


days on end at junkets and that 
it would be a really interesting 
experience. 

How much does being able to 
bear talking about something 
for days on end normally fac¬ 
tor into your decision? 

It’s major, because seriously 
you give so much energy. If 
it’s not something that excites 
you for some reason, you feel 
like a hooker. I mean, you can’t 
do it for the money. It has to 
be something that either has 
a concept or a character that 
you’ve not done before. It can 
be just fun. You never know 
how something’s going to turn 


out, so you can’t ever make a 
decision based on what you 
think will be successful and 
what won’t. 

What about this one? 

This one was like joining 
a repertory company, and 
the spirit of the people 
that would take that kind 
of a chance, that would do 
httle parts and big parts and 
bounce all over the place and 
put their egos aside was a 
very unusual, unusual camp 
to belong to. It was like join¬ 
ing the circus. It was very 
exhilarating for everybody, I 
think, even the people who 


worked much harder than I 
worked, because you knew 
you were a part of some¬ 
thing that was very special, 
and everybody was game. 
When you work with Lana 
and Andy, they’re always 
very, very well-prepared, 
but this one, because it was 
so complicated, it really felt 
like you were taking off and 
going into outer space or 
something, in terms of what 
it was attempting. There was 
a certain excitement at being 
asked to be part of it that I 
just wanted. Even just histor¬ 
ically, I thought it was a really 
groundbreaking attempt.

Bond, 3D Bond? 

Celebrating his 50th birth¬ 
day, James Bond has 
been learning some new 
tricks — but 3D isn’t one 
of them. 

Producers of the spy 
franchise say they have no 
interest in making a Bond 
film in 3D. 

The upcoming Sk 3 dall 
is the first Bond film to 
be released since Avatar 
made 3D a common and 
often lucrative practice 
for blockbusters.

DC wins Superman 
copyright battle 



Rights retained. 

Company can continue 
to use caped hero's 
image after fight with 
co-creator's heirs 


DC Comics will retain its 
rights to Superman after a 
judge ruled Wednesday that 
the heirs of one of the super¬ 
hero’s co-creators signed 
away their ability to reclaim 
cop 5 ^ights to the Man of Steel 
roughly 20 years ago. 

The ruling means that DC 
Comics and its owner Warner 
Bros, will retain all rights to 
continue using the character 
in books, films, television and 
other mediums, including a 
reboot of the film planned for 
next year. 

DC Comics sued the heirs of 
artist Joe Shuster in 2010, seek¬ 
ing a ruling that they lost their 
ability to tiy to reclaim the 
superhero’s copyrights in 1992. 

U.S. District Court Judge 
Otis Wright II agreed, stat¬ 
ing that Shuster’s sister and 
brother relinquished any 
chance to reclaim Superman 
cop 3 n:ights in exchange for 
annual pension pa 3 mients 
from DC Comics. 

Shuster and writer Jerry 


Siegel created Superman, 
who made his comic book 
debut in 1938 in Action Com¬ 
ics (hash)l. 

Both men battled for in¬ 
creased compensation for the 
superhero throughout their 
lives and Siegel’s heirs have 
also fought DC for a stake in 
cop 3 n’ights to Superman. 

Shuster’s heirs had argued 
that the copyright agree¬ 
ments could be terminated 
under provisions that al¬ 
lowed creators of works made 
before 1978 a mechanism to 
reclaim their rights. 

Wright ruled that the 
decision by Shuster’s 


sister to accept higher an¬ 
nual pa 3 mients created a new 
agreement and the pre-1978 
rights no longer applied. 

“We respectfully disagree 
with its factual and legal con¬ 
clusions, and it is surprising 
given that the judge appeared 
to emphatically agree with 
our position at the summary 
judgment hearing,” the Shus¬ 
ters’ attorney Marc Toberoff 
wrote in a statement. 

He declined further com¬ 
ment, and Warner Bros, and 
its attorney Daniel Petrocelli 
also declined comment on 
the ruling.

Dee Dee Penny of the Dum

I don’t know that it is.... 1 
think it’s honestly born of 
reading reviews of things 
that are so far off the mark 
in terms of what they assume 
I was thinking or reading or 
listening to. Sometimes 1 just 
get to the point where I’m 
like, ‘I’m just gonna tell you 
because it’s gonna come out 
better for both of us.’ 

But I never want an 3 fthing 
to be that apparent and it’s 
never something that overt. 
Like, oh, obviously, I listened 
to Viva Hate during this per¬ 
iod and my work is a direct 
extension of that. It’s just 
sometimes helpful — espe¬ 
cially for a band like mine 
who has from an early point 
been pigeonholed or sum¬ 
marized in like, two bands. 

Why did these tive songs 
seem to be a unit unto itself 
rather than part of a full 
album? 


It was pretty similar to 
when I put out the He Gets 
Me High EP. It felt like 
this album was maybe not 
conceptual in the traditional 
sense, but I felt like it dealt 
with something specifically 
and then it was complete at 
five songs. I’m always writ¬ 
ing. I have probably 40 songs 
I could have put out. 

You’ve done some great 
covers — notably There Is a 
Light That Never Goes Out 
by The Smiths. Are you ever 
worried that fans will focus 
more on those and less on 
your original material? 

No. I definitely have made a 
habit of recording covers. 

There’s been a cover on 
every record I’ve done except 
for Only in Dreams and that 
is very much related to the 
fact that I am a music fan. I 
don’t think that overshadows 
what I do, but I think it 


brings to light how I ap¬ 
proach things. 

I’ve never done a trad¬ 
itional cover in the sense 
that it sounds a lot like the 
original. 

I’ve always tried to do 
a personal interpretation 
of it.... I never think I can 
improve on the original. I 
like to take a stab at it from 
a different direction. I think 
people appreciate that. 

People love hearing songs 
that they love. If it’s a song 
by somebody else that we 
play that they love, they’re 
still going to be really happy 
about that. It’s like a little 
gift, especially with The 
Smiths’ song because The 
Smiths are such a massive 
band for so many people.... 
It’s so many people’s favorite 
song and for them to not slag 
us off for covering it, that’s 
kind of an accomplishment 
(laughs).

As producers are known to 
do, Jay Joyce called Jakob 
Dylan to discuss plans before 
they were scheduled to start 
recording The Wallflowers’ 
first album in seven years. 

Joyce was surprised when 
Dylan said he really didn’t 
have an37thing. 

“We had a couple of songs, 
nothing but a bunch of stuff 
on a laptop that I said, ‘This 
might sound like this. This 
might sound like this,”’ Dylan 
recalled. 

“But they were lyrics,” 
Joyce said in mock protest. 

“I was like, ‘This is what I 
got,”’ Dylan, 42, said with a 
laugh. 

The singer and producer 
got together recently in Nash¬ 
ville to talk about Glad All 
Over, the first Wallflowers’ 
album since 2005’s Rebel, 
Sweetheart.

Susan Lucci makes peace 
with axed All My Children 


When ABC axed the long- 
running da 3 Time soap All My 
Children last year, venerable 
star Susan Lucci was livid 
and used the epilogue in her 
memoir All My Life to chide 
network heads for their deci¬ 
sion. 

But the amiable actress, 
who played conniving shrew 
Erica Kane for the show’s 
41-year duration, says she’s 
moved past the dismay she 
felt back then. 

“It has taken me this en¬ 
tire year — the show went 
off the air just a little over a 
year ago — and I tell you quite 
honestly, it has taken me all 
this time to make peace with 
it,” Lucci, 65, said in a recent 
telephone interview. 

“It’s almost impossible for 
me to say All My Children and 
Erica Kane in the past tense, 
I think largely because so 
many viewers keep her and 
the show alive in their hearts, 
and I feel that way. 

“But you have to go for¬ 
ward, and I feel fortunate to 


be going forward with such 
great projects, such great 
people.” 

One of those projects is 
the new series Deadly Affairs, 
which airs Thursdays on Inves¬ 
tigation Discovery (it debuted 
last week) and profiles actual 
cases of relationships that 
were tainted by adultery and 
ended in tragedy. 

Lucci hosts and narrates, 
pla 3 dng a sultry and shrewd 
character similar to the All 
My Children role that earned 
her an Emmy Award nomina¬ 
tion almost every year since 
1978 (she eventually won it 
in 1999, ending a much-lam¬ 
pooned losing streak that was 
touted as a curse). 

“It is not Erica Kane but 
it is certainly a nod to Erica 
Kane, and that’s how it was 
presented and that made me 
happy,” said Lucci, who will 
also play a crafty character 
in the upcoming Lifetime 
comedy-drama series Devi¬ 
ous Maids, created by Desper¬ 
ate Housewives mastermind 


Marc Cherry. 

“I think that, from what 
the viewers tell me — they 
stop me in airports and wher¬ 
ever — that they’ve been mis¬ 
sing Erica Kane.” 

And what better model for 
the host of a series that details 
soap-opera-style love triangles 
and quadrangles than the 
man-hungry Kane, she added. 

“The passion, the decep¬ 
tion, the revenge — all those 
things certainly have hap¬ 
pened to Erica, for sure, on 
All My Children, and she’s 
been heavily involved in all of 
that stuff.” 

Deadly Affairs is shot in 
New York, where “All My Chil¬ 
dren” was shot until 1999, 
when ABC relocated the set to 
California to save money.

The NHL labour situation ap¬ 
pears grim after an exchange 
of proposals between the 
league and the union accom- 
phshed httle. 

The NHL Players’ Associa¬ 
tion rejected an offer from the 
league that would see revenue 
split 50-50 between the league 
and the players. 

The union coimtered with 
three proposals, which league 
commissioner Gary Bettman 
called “thoroughly disappoint¬ 
ing” on Thursday. 

“None of the three varia¬ 
tions of player share that they 
gave us even began to ap¬ 
proach 50-50, either at aU or 
for some long period of time,” 
Bettman said. 

“It’s clear we’re not speak¬ 
ing the same language.” 

Union executive director 
Donald Fehr disagreed, sa 5 dng 
two of the proposals would 
see the players take a fixed 
amount of revenue, which 
would turn into an approxi¬ 
mate 50-50 spht over the term 
of the deal provided league rev¬ 
enues continued to grow. 

The third approach would 
be a 50-50 split, as long as the 
league honoured all existing 
contracts at full value. 

The NHLPA showed up to 
the meeting with a show of 
force, including star players 
Sidney Crosby, Jarome Iginla, 
Jonathan Toews and Eric Staal.

The play¬ 
ers currently get 57 per cent of 
revenues. 

“This is not a good day,” 
Fehr said. “It should have been, 
but it’s not.” 

Bettman said no new talks 
are immediately scheduled. 
He said he is still hopeful the 
league can have a full season, 
but time is running out.
